WasaiNagTox, December 11.—In the
Senate, to-day, Mr. Wilson presented a
petition from Francis Cook and 2,500 otler
eolored people of the District, asking the
g‘l'ifilvgc of suffrage. Heferred to tho
Commuittee of the Disirict of Columbia.

A committece was avpointed to act with
the House Committee on the subject of
President Lincoln’s death.

On motion, so much of the President’s
messagze as relates to finance, was referred
to the Committee of Finance,

Mr. Grimes, of Towa, presented a Lill
granting an extension of time for the com-
pletion of certain coal railroads.

Mr. Morgan presonted the meworil of
New York merchants, asking the rostora-
tion of certain lights on the coast of Flo-
rida, destroyed during the rebellion. Ro-
ferred to the Committee of Commerce.

Mr. Sumner presented a bill to confirm
the land titles granted by General Slocum
to colored men on the sea islands last
winter. Referred to the Judiciary Com-
mittee,

Mr. Brown, of DMissouri, introduced a
bill to authorize the construction of a rail-

road through Missouri and Arkansas to |

the Pacific coast by the Southern route.
Referred to the Committec on the Pacifie
Railroad.

Mr. Btewart, of MNevada, presented a
bill establishing a Mining Bureaun. Re-
ferred to the Committec on Mines and
Mining.

Mr. Wilson presented a joint resolution
for the prevention of the szle of the bonis
and serip of the late Confederacy Re-
ferred to the Judiciary Committee.

Mr. Howard, of Michigan, iotrodneed a
resolution, ealling upon the President for
what information he has in his possession
respecting the oceupancey of Mexican terri-
tory, which was adopted. Adjourned.

The bil
probibits the importation of eattle, leaving
to the Secrctary of the Treasory to make
the necessary regulations for that purpose.
